THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 
PRESSING FORWARD. 

BucHaReEst, June 27.—The whole bank of the 
Danube from Hirsova to Tultscha is occupied 
by Russians. It is rumored that the Russians 
are also crossing near Sistova. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 27.—The command- 
ant at Turtukai telegraphs that the enemy es- 
tablished on Tuesday morning three fresh bat- 
teries near the mouth of the River Ardidi 
(Ardschi), and landed four batterics on 
an island, opposite. Twenty boats, with 
Russiafis, were sent to attack the right 
bank. A brisk fire was simultancous- 
ly opened against Turtukai and the monitor 
Chetket Nima. The enemy was vigorously re- 
pulsed and forced to evacuate the isl and. 
The boats retreated towards Ispaltcho, three 
hours distant from Turtukai. The engagement 
was hotly contested, but the Turkish losses 
were small. .

IN THB DOBRUDSCHA. 

Loxpow, June 27.—A Kustendji/dispatch of 
last evening says: ‘‘Tchernavoda and Medjidi 
have been evacuated. Telegraphic communica- 
tion with Babadagh was stopped at 7 this mora- 
ing. The Cossacks were at Popal, eight miles 
from Tchernavoda.”’

WILL FIGHT IT OUT. 

CETTINJE, June 27.—The Montenegrin army 
is concentrated in a very strong position oppo- 
site Spuz and Podgoritza. The morale seems 
to be good. The Prince is determined to fight 
for every foot of ground, should the Turks ad- 
vance on Moutenegrin territory. 

ANOTHBR REPORT. 

VIA, June 27.—Accounts from Dalmatia 
represent that the position of the Montenegrins 
is quite desperate. Their forces are entirely 
broken and dispersed. 

TUB HEIGHTS OF TCHILEKE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 27.—Mehemet Ali 
confirms the reports of the occupation of the 
Heights of Tchileke, Montenegro. The Turks 
have advanced to the River Moratscha and 
burned 1,540 houses on the Upper and Lower 


Moratscha, but spared the churches and mon- 


asteries. They encountered 5,000 Montenegrins, 

and after six hours’ fighting defeated them with 

a loss of 1,500. The Turkish loss was eighty- 

nine killed and seventy-nine wounded. 
SERVIA’S SYMPATHY. 

BELGRADB; June 27.—The Montenegrin Sen- 
ator Verbitaa, military attache during the late 
war, has arrived. Markovitch, the War Minis- 
ter, who was Servian attache during the war in 
Montenegro, has left on a special mission to 
Montenegro. The general feeling seems to be 
that Scrvia should now help Montenegro. 

Minister Ristics recently said Servia will fol- 
low the policy of Russia, ana if necessary open 
the way for the Russian army through the coun- 
try, which will in tarn resist every Turkish in- 
vasion. 

DISCRETION. 

Vienna, June 27,—The passage through 
Montenegro by Suleiman Pasha to Podgoritza, 
without holding any position in the Principali- 
ty, is said to be due toa warning from Constan 
tinople not to embroil matters by bearing too 
hard upon Montenegro, on hehalf of which 
Russia recently wished to induce Austria to in- 
tcricre, 

TURKISH DEFEAT. 

DANILOGRAD, June 27.—A courier from the 
Moratscha reports that a battle took place 
Monday between 2,000 Montenegrins and a 
body of the army of Mehemet Ali, who was in- 
correctly reported to have withdrawn ‘to 
Sienitza. The Turks, attacked on three sides, 
were routed and pursued to Kalaschin. 


ASIA MINOR. 

RUSSIAN REPULSE. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, June 27.—The Governor of 
Erzeroum telegraphs as follows: A Russian 
army, consisting of 5,000 horse, sixteen bat- 
talions infantry, and tbirty-three guns, attacked 
our camp at Zewin, with the object of occupy- 
ing Sorhanlu. Tne enemy opened fire from 
nineteen guns in front of the in- 
treachments of our right wing. In 
the afternoon the Russian iufantry and cav- 
alry attacked the left wing, commanded 
by Chewket Pasba. The engagement lasted 


until evening, and resulted in the repulse of the 


Russians, who, however, recommenced the fight 
at night, to no purpose. The Russians were 
routed and returned to their fortified camp. 
The Turks lost 400 killed and wounded. The 
Russiafts lost 3,000. The Russians are preparing 
for another attack. No date given to the above 
dispatch. 
THE RUSSIAN VERSION. 

Sr. PeterssugG, June 27.—An official tele- 
gram from Gen. Tergukassoff reports that on 
June 21 his column was attacked near Dijar by 
twenty battalions of Turks with twelve guns 


and 4,500 horse. After ten hours’ fighting the 


Turks were repulsed, but the Russian loss was 
heavy, namely, fifteen officers and fifty-one 
soldiers killed, and 363 soldiers wounded. The 
Rubsians fought on a line of five versts with 
great gallantry agai overwhelmivg num- 
bers. oe 

Nine batteries wit irty-six guns have been 
constructed before Kars. The bombardment 
proceeds with redoubled vigor. 

RUSSIANS REINFORCED. 

Lonpow, June 27.—Latest advices report that 
the Russian centre has been reinforced by the 
Twenty-sixth Division, from Kars, and 18,000 
men, détached from the centre, have advanced 
to Sarakamysb. ae 

TURKS REINFORCED. 

The Turkish centre, reinforced by a division 
of eighteen battalions, has advanced two miles 
in front of Zewin, where the Ottoman head- 
quarters still remain. 

The Turkish right is still reported pursuing 
the Russian left. 

KARS. 

Intelligence received at Erzeroum states that 
the Russian bombardment of Kars is slacken- 
ing. 

OTHER ACCOUNTS. 

Lonpon, June 28—5 a. m.—Gen. Tergukas- 
sofl’s account of the fighting near Delibaba on 
the 22d states that some skirmishes occurred on 
that day, and that the Turks afterwards were 
allowed to collect their dead in Russian posi- 
tions. The Turkish report previously cabled of 
this day’s fighting said it was a severely-con- 
tested battle, in which the Russians were driven 
out of their mtrenchments and retreated in dis- 
order to Zeidekan. 

The Russian official dispatch, dated Katzuba- 
ni, near Batoum, June 25, says the Turks at- 
tacked the right wing of the Samebah position 
on the 24th inst. The fignt lasted eight and a 
half hours, and the Turks were repulsed with 
great loss. The Russians lost about 150 killed 
and wounded.

IN THE HUNGARIAN DIET. 
Prsrn, June 27.—Minister Tisza, speaking in 
the Hungarian Diet yesterday, said: “If the 


Government had yielded to warlike counsels a | 


year ago, at most the country would have in- 
sured protection of its interests, which has been 
attained already without sacrifices. Their poli- 
cy, from the beginning, had been to preserve 
peace, and were this not possible, to localize the 
war; to maintain cordial relations with 
the other Powers, and preserve free 
action, 80 as to pre- 
vent any territorial transformations 
which might be contrary to the interest of the 
monarchy. The Government had frankly com- 
municated to the European Cabinets its views 
in this respect. There was no danger of their 
suspecting Austria of ambitious designs. 
Austro-Hungary had no alliance with this in 
view anywhere, and no obligation with regard 
to what she might thimk fit to do for the protec- 
tion of her interests.“ 
MILITARY PREPARATIONS, 

Relative to military preparations, he said. 
“In the face of certain contingencies. 
such as had been talked over, but no 
actual resolution been come to, he could 
assure the House that, among those with 
whom the decision lay, there was no 
one who deemed it the object or aim 
of the foreign poiicy tojmake territorial changes 
on the frontiers of the monarchy [long and loud 
cheering], that no one dreamed of forming pro- 
jects in the interest of such a policy.” He 
could give no assurance that circumstances 
might not so turn that the army would have to 
cross the frontier in one or another séction, both 
because the monarchy would not allow itself 
to be hampered in its freedom of action, and 
because such promise would be a sort of guar- 
antee for the realization of those aspirations 
opposed to the interests of the monarchy. The 
leading idea of the Government was the inter- 
est of the monarchy, to the exclusion of all 
sympathies and antipathies. 

SATISFIED. 

Vienna, June 27.—The Hungarian as well as 
Austrian press express almost unqualified satis- 
faction at the speech of Minister Tisza in the 
Hungarian Diet on Tuesday. 

ORDERS COUNTERMANDED. 

Lonpon, June 27.—A Vienna dispatch con- 
tains alist showing that the Austrians have 
88,800 men in the frontser Provinces of Dalma- 
ta, Croatia, Sclavonia, Banat, and Gransylvany. 
All orders for further reinforcements seem to 
have been countermanded during the past few 


days. 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 


REDIr's BOAST. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, June 27.—At the Council 
of Ministcrs yesterday, Redif Pasha promised 
to raise 200,000 more men in two months, pro- 
vided the Porte furnished the money.

A TURKISH PROTEST. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 27.—The Porte has 
telegraphed to its representatives abroad a note 
begging the Cabinets to take cognizance of the 
destruction with explosives of four Ottoman 
merchant vessels by the Russians, which is de- 
nounced as contrary to the rules of international 
law. 

THE HAND OF DIPLOMACY. 

Brosseis, June 27.—The Independence Belge 
says: Certain rumors which reach us from 
Berlin authorize the belief that since May 16 
German diplomacy has interyened at Vienna 
and London to strengthen again the alliance of 
the three Emperors and oblige England to 
accept the consequences of this alliance in 
the East. This movement is explained by the 
tear of seeing Napoleoni« Cmrsarism installed 
again in France, constituting, with Soain on one 
side and Austria on the other, a clerical coali- 
tion, under the auspices of the Vatican, as for- 
midable for the rights of sovereigns as for the 
interests of liberal communities of Central 
Europe.

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 27.—Subscriptions 
have been opened in aid of the war in all the 
towns of Tunis. 

SERVIA AND ROUMANIA. 

Vienna, June 27.—According to the latest 
version, the journey of Prince Milan is said to 
have had one positive result, namely: an under- 
standing about the ultimate co-operation of 
Servia and Roumania. Both States volunteered 
to co-operate with Russia, who, however, de- 
clines to identify her cause with theirs.

ALEXANDER AND MILAN. 
SCENES IN THE SERVIAN CAPITAL. 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

Boucuakest, June 7.—We are in the romance of 
the war just now, the era of gallant attire and gor- 
geous spectacies, of ladies fair decked out in all 
the plumage of summer and attended by chevaliers 
mustachioed and uniformed. Never before has the 
gayety of Roumanian existence achieved so full 


and free an expression as at present, and not to 


have seen Bucharest under this circumstance is to 
have miseed a little Paradise, or rather Paris. Sit- 
ting in the garden in front of the Hotel Reyal, un- 
derneath the locust-trees, with the scent of the 
roses from the wall wafted to you with each gentle 
breath of the wind, surrounded by groups of fanci- 
fully-dressed and gaily-talkative men and women, 
one could not suppose himself on the brink of a bat- 
tle-feld. Outside upon the boulevard equipages are 
passing toand fro, young officers are riding upand 
down, acquaintances pause to give one another the 
usual greetings. The cafes are thronged. Music 
from the distant orchestras faintly touches the ear 
with slambrous melody. Everywhere are the ac- 
companiments of peace; nowhere of war. To be 
sure, one can make a journey in a few moments to 
fhe barracks, where are quartered grim and fero- 
cious-locking Cossacks and Roumanian guards, but 
I, for one, am not inclined, to break in upon the 
general aspect of repose before it becomes neces- 
sary. . 
PLOIESTI. 

I made another excursion yesterday to Ploiesti, — 
this time not to see the arrival of the Grand Duke, 
but of the Grand Duke's brother. You have been 
informed by telegreph, of course, regarding the 
actual occurrence, and doubtless you were 
as much perplexed by rumors of the post- 
ponement of the Czar’s visit as we 
were for some weeks in Bucharest. But, 
punctual to the moment, according to the first 
announcement, he was whirled into Ploiesti on the 
special train provided for his use. 

I went up to Ploiesti on the mofning train, and 
had the whole day to waitin, as the Imperial 
train was not due until half-past 8 o'clock in the 
evening. So I wandered about and found some 
consolation and amusement in

were not particularly elegant or clean. They were 
narrow generally, and the pavement was defective 
in numerous instances. The drains, instead of 
running along the sides of the streets, have an 
eccentric and annoying habit of oozing down the 
middie. However, the population were making an 
effort at public improvement, most of the women of 
the laboring classes being engaged in breaking stones 
and shoveling dirt in order to fill up the more con- 
spicuous gape and unevenesses. Whether this ex- 
traordinary access of enterprise on the part of the 
native residents was due to the coming of the Czar, 
Iam unable to relate. At any rate, the women 
were working with uncommon assiduity, and the 
male population smoked pipes and : 
; OVERSAW THE JOB. 

Some attempt at decoration was also made, @ 
huge triumphal arch being erected near the railway 
station, and flags being hung ont of the win- 
dow of the better-class residences. Along 
in the afternoon a detachment of Bulgarian infant- 
ry sallied forth from the camp, and with much 
bugling and blaring of bands scattered them- 
selves pretty much over the town, but were finally 
successfully recaptured by the commander and 
safely handed up on each side of the road leading 
from the station to the Grand es headquart- 
ers. Crowds of curiosity-seckers. began to make 
their appearance on the streets and converged to- 


. wards the station. The platform was kept reserved 


for the civic and military authorities, who bravely 
disported themselves in . 

PLUMES AND GORGEOUS RAIMENT. 
From about 4 o'clock until 8 the multitude waited, 
expecting momentarily to hear the screech of the 
engine, having always a vague idea thatthe Em- 
peror would arrive before the time appointed. 


No and then there would be a falee alarm among 


the people assembled outside the charmed circle, 
some wags of young fellows thinking it fine fan to 
deceive their acquaintances and the mob. But at las 
promptly at 8 o'clock, the train rolled into the sta- 
tion, the engine covered with flags and flowers, 
The Emperor stepped coolly out and was about to 
start for his carriage, when he was confronted by 
the Bulgarian Archbishop, who closed in upon him 
ponderonsly yet surely, leaving no avenue of es- 
cape. I doubt if the Czar expected any ovation or 
reception at Ploiesti, and probably he would glad- 
ly have escaped the ceremony. But he

with bread and salt, according to the old tradition, 
he hastily took a bit and swallowed it without a 
grimace, listening at the same time with 
a long face to the address of wel- 
come. Then he was released and went 
to his carriage, followed by Gortschakoff and 
the rest of his suite. The Cossack driver lashed 
his steeds, and they strated off, plunging and rear- 
ing after the manner of the beasts in this country, 
while the populace cheered and shouted themselves 
hoarse, and the military band executed the Russian 
Hymn. Three Cossacks on foot ran ahead of the 
carriage, brandishing their swords insanely, while 
a whole company of cavalry clattered behind. 
Thus ended the scene, memorable for its quaint- 
ness and 
ITS HISTORIC VALUE. 

The Czar presented while in the carriage a strik- 
ing contrast to his brother beside him. While the 
Grand Duke Nicholas was sturdy, rugged, and the 
picture of health, the Czar looked e 
and anxions, as if trotibled with e 
inward grief or foreboding. No doubt he bears 
the weight of a vast responsibility in going into the 
war, and things have not turned out so far pro- 
pitiously as was hoped and expected at St. Peters- 
burg six months ago.

especially by his brothers, the Grand Dukes, who 
are eager to make a military reputation. The 
Czar is eminently a peace-minded man by nature, 
and this is the firet war of consequence in which he 
has engaged. No wonder he is sad and filled with 
anxiety, when he considers the tremendous con- 
sequences that may ensue from the war, supposing 
England and France to interfere. 
SERVIA. 

I have heard much talk lately about the — 
bility of Servia being drawn into the fight. ya 
few days ago 1 was conversing with a Servian mili- 
tary officer who served under Gen. Protico in the 
late insurrection, and he gaid that the Servians 
were as one man in their views. What was unani- 
mously desired, even necessary, was the freedom 
of Servia from the tyranny of the Porte. There 
never had been any sympathy between the people 
and the Turis since the latter had established their 
rule over the Province. Three times the Turks 
besieged Belgrade before compelling that town to 
surrender. As long ago as 14 the Sultan 
Amurath led a vast army over the Balkans and 
laid siege to the Servian Capital, — - 
non throwing balls of 100 pounds weight. ut he 
was forced to retire with bata small fraction of 
his army. Again in 1455 the Sultan Mahomet II. 
invested the town with a force of 400, 000 men, but 
was again beaten off by the valor of the inhabitants 
and the timely assistance of Lodislaus. King of 
Hungary. In 1521, Seleiman II. blockaded the 
Danube and surrounded the walls 

WITH AN ENORMOUS FORCE. 
For six weeks the assault was continuous, and at 
last, the walle having been demolished, and the 
inhabitants having become exhausted from lack of 
provisions, he captured the place, which has since 
remained in effect a Turkish city, tho several 
times occupied temporarily by Austrian forces. 

Yet never have the Servians been content. The 
conquering Turks knew not how to use their ad- 
vantage by making friends with the conquered. 
To-day, according tq the statement of my friend 
the military officer,-nine-tenths of the able-bodied 
men in Servia would take up arms could they see 
their way to secure freedom. 

PRINCE MILAN 

is popular, and is as enthusiastic as any Servian 
need be, and if by any possibility he can form an 
alliance with the Czar, he will at once put an army 
of 15,000 in the fleld, with more to come. It is 
true that much doubt has been expressed whether 
the Czar would think it wise policy for him to ecn- 
tract such an alliance, which might be regarded 
with disfavor. by Austria and England. 
Austria, indeed, is said to have already 
intimated to Servia that the latter had better re- 
taln a neutral position, neither fighting for the 
Turks nor abetting the Russians; it must be re- 
membered that Austria has 15,000,000 Slavs and 
something over 3,000,000 Roumanians of her own 
to take care of. and therefore, unless she decides 
to participate actively with the Ozar, she would 
not like to have any neighboring influe.ces brought 
to bear 

as UPON HER OWN POPULATION. 

According to my beat opinion, Prince Milan will 
be admitted to an audience of the Czar within a 
week from this date, knowing as 1 do the secret 
innuences at work, or, at least, partially Knowing 
them. It is not difficult to see that the Czar is bent 
upon succeeding in this,.his maiden war, and that 
he should reject such material assistance as Servia 
can actually efford is beyond belicf. He will prob- 
ably make a show of reluctance, as has already 
been evidenced by the rumors abroad, but he knows 
that he can hoodwink England by exercising the 
rudiments of diplomacy. DsLavoux. 

TURKISH FORTRESSES. 
RUS FCHUK. 
Correspondence London Times. 

Rustcavux, June 9.—In Turkish military circles 
Rustchuk is regarded as one of those places which 
will probably soon be called upon to bear the brant 
of attack, and therefore a short description of this 
fortress, and its importance from a military point 
of view, may not be without interest. 
Rustchuk is the Capital of the vilayct 
of Danubian Bulgaria, and in ordinary 
times contains a population of 40.000 inhabitants, 
consisting in about equal proportions of Turks, 
Bulgarians, and Jews, with 8,000 foreigners. At 
present this: number must be reduced by at least 40 
per cent, a large number of the inhabitants having 
left the town on the outbreak of the war. From 
the natural position and consequence of the town, 
it has always possessed great military importance, 
which in recent yeare has been sensibly enhanced 


by the construction of a railway from Rustchuk to 


Varna. The defenses of the place consist of the 


old fortified girdle aad a series of independent out- 


works. The enceinte faces towards the Danube, 
and consists of eleven bastioned fronts with pro- 
portionally short curtains. The ditch is from fifty 
to sixty feet wide and one fathom and a half deep. 
The scarp and counterscarp are of masonry. The 
bastions are each armed with from four to six guns, 
of which one at most is of heavy Krupp calibre. 
The outworks surroand the town and actual citadel 
by akind of double girdle, or semi-circle, begin- 
ning and ending with the Danube. The works, 
with the exception of the Levent Tabia, are 
chiefly made of earth. They number twen- 
ty-nine, but only eight of these are inclosed 
and deserve to be called independent out- 
works; the others are merely advanced earth- 
works, b constructed during the last 
few weeks to fill the caps between the main forte. 
The different forts, however, have been built with 
due appreciation of the nature of the ground, and 
particularly with regard to recent improvements in 
artiliery. Their position is somewhat thus: Three 
lie between the Danube and the road from Rust- 
chuk to Tirnova. and of those the quarantine fort 
is the most considerable. An inclosed work lies

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THE DANUBE. 
ITG WIDTH AND DEPTH. 
Correspondence London Times, 

Bucuarest, June 8.—The important events ex- 
pected to occur on the banks of this river 
render all information upon its physical con- 
formation and peculiarities of great interest 
to all who are watching the course of the 
campaign in Europe. The statistics and particular 
information contained in the following article are 
taken from a report made by the Roumanian 
military staff. The Danube washes the Roumanian 
soil for a distance of about 500 miles. From Or- 
sova down to Persa Palanka, below Kalafat, the 
Roumanian shore is higher than the Turkish, and, 
therefore, commands it in a military sense. From 
Persa Palanka to the neighborhood of Galatz this 
position is reversed, and the Turkish side of the 
river is high and the Roumanian generally flat, and 
in many piaces marshy. Even where there are no 
marshes, the soil is alluvial, and of a deep rich, 
sticky character, which renders it very difficult to 
make a good road suitable for heavy transport in 
dry weather, while in wet it is — 7 impossible. 
At Galatz the Koumanian shore commands the 
other, and continues to do 80 as far as Ismail, below 
which point a crossing is im ibie.

A NEW AUTOMATON. 
London Times, June 14. 

Mestre, Ma keiyne and Cooke's Zoe, the new 
writing and sketching automaton atthe Egyptian 
Hall. bears no resemblance whatever to the cele- 
brated androitis of the Swise mechanician Le Droz, 
of the French mechanician Mailiardet, and of the 
great conjuror gad subtle inventor, Robert Houdin. 
They were ingenious pieces of clockwork and noth- 
ing more. Ths Mr. Le Droz’s figure was the size 
of life. itheld in its band a metallic style, and 
when a spring was touched, so as to release a de- 
tent, the figute immediately began to draw upon a 
card of Stock vellum previously laid under ite 
hand. After the drawing wae executed on the first 
card the automaton rested, and, five other 
cards being placed in succession, it de- 
lincated upon the series of six cards 
that number of different subjects. Two of 
them were likenesses of the Kingand Queen, and 


one feature of merit consisted in the precision with 


which the figure lifted up the pencil in ite transi- 
tion from oue yoint of the drawing to another with- 
out making the slightest mistake. 

Maillardet’s writing and drawing automaton was 
the figure of a boy kneeling on one knee, and hold- 
ingapenci! in hie band. The attendant «dipped 
the pencil in ink and adjusted a small sheet of 
drawibg-paper upon a brass tablet, and, upon 
pressing a «pring, the figure began te write. When 
a line was finished the hand returned to dot the i's 
and cross the (t. It executed beautifully just four 
pieces 6f writing in French and English, and also 
three landscapes, the time occupied being about 
an hour. Robert Houdin—a wonderful master 
of real sleight-of-hand, as well as the in- 
ventor of various principles for working automata 
and magical apparatus by electro-magnets, by 
concealed levers, and other clever devices—alse 
constructed a drawing figure which was remarkable 
for its life-like) imitation of the motions of the 
arm and hand in using a pencil, and for its faithful 

and exact execution of minute details in sketching 
and in writing. But in all these pieces of mechan- 
ical apparatus the path traversed by the pencil 
point was guided by tracers resting against the 
peripheries of slowly-revolving circular cams, or. 
rather. shapelégs wheels or barrels, on which were 

made indentathons and waving elevations conform- 
able to the lines of the picture to be drawn on the 
card.

It is difficult to understand from the con- 
flicting reports just what the condition of 
the Montenegrin army is, and whiat are its 
prospects for carrying on the campaign 
against the Turkish invaders. From Turkish 
sources we hear of the practical annihilation 
of the Montenegrin forces, while from Cettinje 
comes the assurance that the army has been 
concentrated in a strong position opposite 
Spuz and Podgoritza, and that every inch of 
the Turkish advance will be contested to the 
death. Meanwhile a strong feeling of sym- 
pathy among the Servian people has begun 
to manifest itself in a way that is likely to 
lead to a movement to go over and help their 
plucky neighbor. 


According to the Calcutta correspondents 
of the Loudon Times, the raising of the 
standard of the Prophet has not created any 
particular stiramong the Indian Mussulmans. 
They talk a good deal about the wrongs of 
Turkey, and their press denounces Russia 
with becoming bitterness, but their sympa- 
thy does not take any practical shape beyond 
occasionally sending small sums of money to 
Constantinople. One correspondent says: 
The masses are profoundly ignorant or in- 
different, but the leading members of the

Our correspondent at Bucharest, describ- 
ing the reception of- the Czar at Ploieste, 
comments upon the pallor and anxious ap- 
pearance of the Imperial visage, which he 
accepts as indicating great mental disturb- 
ance.

shaking like eggshells before the guns of the 
Muscovite. | 


Mr. Burr, the Irish Home-Ruler in the 
British House of Commons, insists that, if 
Great Britain ‘will not give Ireland a local 
Parliament, it should appoint two. Cabi- 
u inisters representing Ireland and pre- 
siding over the Irish Local Government 
Board and the Irish Commissioners of Pub- 
lic Works. He made a motion to this effect, 
whereupon Sir Groncr Campseut claimed 
for Scotland that ber local Boards should be 
presided over by two responsible Ministers. 
The London 7imes does not take kindly to 
the suggestion, and it insists that the 
remedy proposed will cure no one 
of the evils complained of by the 
Irish. | Nevertheless, the demand for two 
additional Ministers, especially charged 
with Irish affairs, and presumably selected 
from the Irish members, is too tempting a 
promise of place and power for the Irish 
statesman, Home-Ruler included, to resist. 
To have each Ministry compelled as it were 
to select two Irish members for the Cabinet, 
these having patronage at their disposal in 
Ireland, is to make the Irish in Parliament of 
more consequence, and that is something 
which will go a large way to compensate for 
the absence of Home Rule. While demand- 
ing a dissolution of all control by the British 
Government, if that rule is to continue, Mr. 
Burt thinks the Irish ought to have their 
share of the offices. : 


The protection of a narrow strip of water 
between two countries is clearly shown in 
the movements of the present war. The 
little Danube River, half a mile wide, has 
held the vast armies of Russia at bay since 
the 23d of April, or over two months, and 
may hold them still longer, as but a mete 
fraction has thus far sucpeeded in crossing it.

THE QUESTION OF CONSCIENCE. 

Now comes a question of conscience. 

After having for many weeks discussed the 


| question of the remonetization of silver on 


the assumptions that the people of the West 
were not honest, that they wanted cheap 
money in which to pay their debts, and that 
to make silver a legal-tender and applicable 
to the payment of the public debt would be 
rank dishonesty towards the public creditors, 
the New York Times reaches the conclusion 
that nothing is involved except a question of 
conscience. In a recent article on the sub- 
ject that paper says: 

The following propositions of fact are not disput- 


ed by anybody: The act of July 14, 1870, provides 


for bonds redeemable in coin of the present 
standard value; the bonds issued and to be issued 
fail under that law, and express on their face that 


the contract is for coin of the standard value on 


July 14, 1870. When this act was passed the silver 
dollar was a coin in regular standing, and an un- 
limited legal-tender, and as such- its subsequent 
decline and the legislation about it not being fore- 
seen--it was covered by the act as a medium of 
payment. So far as this the opponents of the sil- 
ver movement agree with its advocates; the former 
may even go further, and admit that by strict con- 
struction of the law of their issue, and the facts at 
the date of that law, the new 4 per cents are 
‘‘lawfully payable in silver dollars.“ as the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial passionately insists. 


After making this admission, which is ad- 
mitting away the whole plea of dishonesty in 
making silver dollars a legal-tender, it is 
added: The payment of the new bondsis, 
as we said, a matter of conscience, rather of 
conscience and expediency.” In other words, 
it is an admission that if Congress shall 
authorize the recoinage of silver dollars, and 
make them a legal-tender, then it will be 


lawful, under the contract with the public 


creditors, to pay the bonds in silver dollars, 
but whether to. do so or not is a matter of 
conscience and expediency. Prior to the act 
of 1873 demonetizing silver, it was lawful 
for the United States, under its contracts 
with the public creditors, to pay the interest 
or principal of the public debt in gold coin 
or silver dollars, The American conscience 
at that time had no difficulty m deciding 
that, as the silver dollar was worth 103 cents 
in gold, it was expedient to pay the creditors 
in the inferior coin; and, so when the 
silver dollar shall again be coined, the 
American conscience, like the conscience of 
all other nations under like circumstances, 
will direct that, where the two metals shall 
be legal-tender, payment shall be made in 
the cheaper coin, if there be any difference 
at the time in the value. 

The way, and the only way, in which. 
there can be differences in value between 
the silver and gold coins of the country is to 


‘make one of them a legal-tender and exclude 


the other. Both being legal-tender, it is 
impossible to depreciate the one, because as 
soon as that is done there will be 
an increased demand for the depre- 
ciated coin and a reduced demand 
for the other; but the business of the 
country goes on undisturbed, the legal- 
tender being optional. The argument 
that the coin of the two metals will not cir- 
culate freely together when both are a legal- 
tender, is sufficiently answered by the fact 
that the Bank of France, where both metals 
are a legal-tender, had on hand on May 31, 
1877, $450;000,000 of gold and silver coin 
and bullion, of which $108,000,000 was in 
silver coin. In addition to this stock of silver 
in the Bank, there are $200,000,000 of other 
silver coin in circulation in France. The 
amount of gold coin and bullion in the 
Bank of France is over $360,000,000, not- 
withstanding silver is a legal-tender, and 18 
used in payment of all debts, public and 
private. Nor has this condition of things 
arrested the flow of gold to France. For 
the four months ending April 30, 1877, the 
imports and exports of gold and silver coin 
and bullion by France were as follows :

During the four months the excess of im- 
ports of gold and silver was $37,000,000, 
which excess was largely made up of. gold 
coin. The double standard does not seem to 
be driving gold out of France, though the 
silver coin is a. legal-tender. Though 
silver is 15 per cent less valuable than it was 
in 1873, the public conscience in France is 
not troubled as to the expediency of paying 
debts in that coin. 
THE SITUATION IN FRANCE. 
Two memorable utterances have recently 
been made in France which throw some 
light upon the political situation, or at least 
present us with a clearer view of the re- 
spectiye programmes of the Ministry and the 
Left than we have hitherto had. One of 
these was a speech made by M.Gamperra, 
at Abbeville, on the 10th, and the other a 
declaration of Marshal MacMauow to a dele- 
gation of Legitimists at Paris on the same 
day. The telegraph has made some allusion 
to the latter, but failed to bring its most im- 
portant points. The delegation interrogated 
him upon three points,—first, as to the com- 
position of the present Ministry, from 
which the Legitimists have been ex- 
cluded; second, as to the prospects 
of Legitimist “candidates; and, third, 
as to the prolongation of his power. His 
reply to the first was, that he could not risk 
a change of the elements composing the 
Ministry, seeing that it had offended none of 
the Powers with which France is friendly; 
and to the second; that any Legitiinist can- 
didate having a chance of success would 
be openly and loyally supported by the Ad- 
ministration, which is as much as to say that 
the Government will not throw those obsta- 
cles in the way of their election that it will 
| oppose to Republican candidates. It was 
the answer to the third question that the 
telegraph failed to bring in its completeness, 
and, as this is much more important than 
the other two responses, we give it in the 
President's own words: 


I have received my right to remain in office tin 
1880 from the Assembly, and I shall remain, un- 
less a contingency I shall point out to you imme- 
diately occurs. In 1880 we shall see. Perhaps 
you will then be the first to come and ask me to 
prolong my tenure. Till then, therefore, nothing 
can be said; but I may tell you that the question of 
prolonging my office will not be considered during 
the prorogation, and that I shall lend myself to no 
coup-de-main of any kind whatever. Let me also 
tell you I shall lend myself to no venture of Im- 
perial or Monarchic restoration. I have souvenirs, 
and this Trom the Empire, just as I 
have sonen and connections with Le- 
gitimism. I am on excellent terms with 
the Orleans Princes, and wish to pre- 
serve those terms; but I shall participate in noth- 
ing favorable to the restoration either of the 
Prince Imperial, or of the Comte de Cuamzorp. or 
of the Comte de Paris.

We turn now to the Republican programme 
as foreshadowed in M. GamBeTra’s Abbeville 
speech. Im this address he claimed that, 
when the people ratified their Constitution by 
a decisive vote, it was tantamount to a 
declaration that it should be loyally applied, 
„ and that France should at last have govern- 
ment of the country by the country—that is 
to say, that the agents of the Republic should 
be Republicans.” This theory was defied, and 
an attempt was made to subvert it, by appeal- 
ing to a personal power which is not in the 
Constitution. Against thisattempt at the old 


| coalition which overthrew Turmrs, the entire 


Republican element combined and spoke the 
sentiment of the majority of the people of 
France by voting a want of confidence. 
With reference to the dissolution, M. Gam- 
betta said: If we have to go before the 
country, we shall return without having lost 
one vote. Our patient, firm, and resolute 


conduct will render those votes more numer- 


ous. I know my country well enough to be 
sure I am uttering no hasty ju ent when 
I say that the 363 will return as & lesson, as 
9 force, as a deliverance.” 

The situation is very clear from these two 
utterances. The only contingency which 
might cause the withdrawal of M. MacMa- 
non from the Presidency, according to his 
own declaration, was the refusal of the Sen- 
ate to consent to a dissolution of the Cham- 
ber. Since that time the Senate has given 
its consent. Therefore M. MacManown is 
fully determined to remain in office until 
the expiration of his term. The Chamber 
being, dissolved, the Government goes be- 
fore the people in a new election. M. Gam- 
BEeTTA claims that this election will result in 
returning the present majority without 
the loss of a vote, and perhaps 
the majority will be strengthened 
by universal suffrage. However large 
or small the majority may be, 
suppose that it votes a want of confidence 
again, what will M. MacManon do? He has 
declared that he will hold on to office until 
1880. Will he have recourse to a second 
prorogation? Will he continue the present 
Ministry in power in defiance of the will of 
the people of France, as represented by the 
majority in the Chamber, or will he with- 
draw it and substitute one in accordance 
with the sentiment of the Left? Will he, in 
fact, pursue the Parliamentary practice in all 
Constitutional Governments, or once more 
interpose that personal power which has 
been the curse of France since the time 
when Louis XIV. declared he was the State? 
Will he then resist impeachment? Upon 
this decision rests the question of order of 
disorder, peace or revolution. In the con- 
clusion of his speech M. Gambetta utters a 


note of warning which has direct reference 


to this issue. He says: Our country has 
suffered so much that it will undergo this 
one supreme sacrifice more; but I ask that 
this sacrifice shall be thelast. When France, 
for the third time, has pronounced her ver- 


dict, every one will have to bow to it, with- | 


out exception.” This brings the whole 


question to a sharp, clear issue, namely, that 
the President, the Ministry, Legitimists, 
Bourbons, Ultramontanes, every element of 
the opposition, must yield to the will of the 
majority, and acknowledge Republican su- 
premacy under the Constitution or be re- 
sponsible for revolution. The game between 
M. MacManow and M. Gampetra, so far as it 
has progressed, may be briefly stated as fol- 
lows: M. MacManow threatened if he was 
not sustained he would withdraw. M. Gam- 
petra blocked this move by threatening if 
he withdrew that M. Turns should be elect- 
ed. The Marshall, finding his menace of no 
avail, now declares that he will stay until 
1880. M. Gamsertra replies that if he stays 
and does not conform to the will of the ma- 
jority, he shall be impeached. If he resists, 
then the people will enforce their will, and 
M. MacManowy will disappear in the tempest 
of a revolution. 
A NEW PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

The newspapers and politicians that are 
urging upon the consideration of Congress 
the granting of asubsidy to the Tom Scorr 
Texas Pacific scheme assiduously withhold 
all information from the public as to what 
private enterprise is actually accomplishing. 
We have several times pointed out the 
energy with which the Central Pacific people 
are pushing a Southern road from the Pacific 
coast eastward as a private enterprise. After 
building this new road south from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles, they began ex- 
tending it eastward, have already passed the 
eastern boundaries of California, and promise 
to have the road completed to Tucson, not 
far from the eastern boundary of Arizona, 
within the present year. Thus 1,200 miles 
of road have been constructed by pri- 
vate capital 
been knocking at the doors of Con- 
gress. Huntincton, who represents the 
Central Pacific people, is not building 
a first-class steel railroad into the interior of 
Arizona, to let it terminate there in the mid- 
dle of a desert. He has joined with Tom 
Scorr in asking for a subsidy; but, if the 
Government refuses this, it is evident that 
he. has other plans in view for an Eastern 
connection. We have information to the 
effect that a junction between the new 
Southern California Railroad and the Atch- 
ison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad is in con- 
templation, and will be made as soon as it 
shall become evideut that a Southern Pacifie 
Road cannot be constructed at the expense of 
the Government.

This is a dis- 
tance of about 450 miles, and two rich cor- 
porations that have already built several 
thousand miles of railroad will not find it 
difficult to arrange for filling up so short a 
gap, which will give them a new and inde- 
pendent route to the Pacific. .

cific route as Tom Soort’s Texas Pacific, 
since the latter has taken in Huntrncron and 
the Central Pacific people, who will protect 
the interests of the present route so far as it 
may be desirable to them. (2) The road 
through the Arkansas Valley, and thence 
through New Mexico and Arizona, will be as 
fully protected from the snow during 
the winter months as Tom Scorr's 
proposed road through Arizona, New 
Mexico, and Texas,—though for that matter 
there has been no serious interruption of 
traffic on the Union and Central Pacific Roads 
for the last two years. (3) The line of the 
road from Southern California to Kansas 
City will be as far south as the present de- 
mands of the country warrant, and more 
direct Southern connections with New Or- 
leans, Vicksburg, and Memphis will be sup- 
plied by private capital just as soon as their 
business demands it, instead of being built 
at Government expense before they are 
needed. 

The great superiority of the scheme for 
connecting Kansas City and St. Louis with 
Lower California, over that of connecting 
New Orleans arid Vicksburg with the same 
section of the Pacific Coast, is that the for- 
mer will be accomplished by private enter- 
prise and as a business investment, for the 
completion of which it will be necessary to 
construct only 400 or 500 miles after 
the two connecting roads shall have 
reached their present proposed ter- 
mini. To complete the Tom Scorr 
Texas-Pacific scheme, on the other hand, 
will require the construction of about 2,300 
miles of railroad at Government expense; 
the cost to the Government (assuming that it 


will have to pay the interest it guarantees and 


take the road in the end) will be not less 
than $175,000,000. Laying aside every other 
consideration, this difference alone should 
influence Congress to refuse determinedly 
any scheme of subsidizing the one road, but 
merely hold hands,off for the present while 
the Southern California and Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe Roads are steadily ap- 
proaching each other.” It will scarcely fall 
short of criminal folly for Congress 
to vote away any public’ moneys, 
or in any manner increase the  bur- 
den upon the taxpayers of the country, in 
order to subsidize a second Pacific Railroad 
while there is one so far advanced and under 
steady headway, which will certainly be 
completed with private capital. The latter 
will be constructed economically, with a 
view to earning money on the investment ; 
the former would be constructed simply 
with a view to gobbling all of the Govern- 
ment subsidy. The private road is, there- 
fore, doubly in the interest of the people, 
first, because it will not increase the burdens 
of the taxpayers, and, secondly, because, 
when completed, it will be on 4 basis to 
compete with decided advantages over the 
roads extravagantly built on Government 
funds.

ONE PER CENT AND FOUR PER CENT. 

No Government has a better credit than 
ours, but it is a mistake to assume, as has 
lately been so frequently done, that its abili- 
ty to borrow at 4 per cent results from an 
improvement in its credit. The peculiar 
condition of affairs in the loan markets of 
the world is the real cause of this. Prof. 
Bonamy Price, of Oxford, recently pub- 
lished in the Contemporary [Review a striking 
article on the accumulation in civilized coun- 
tries of loanuble capital. One Per Cent” 
was the title of his paper, founded on the 
unheard-of fact that the rate of in- 
terest in London had for twelve 
months averaged as low as 1 per 
cent. If such a state of affairs was 
remarkable in London, what would it be 
in New York? The telegraph informs us 
that this point has at last been reached in 
that city, and for some days the daily quota 
tion of money on gall has touched 1 per 
cent. The gradual decline in the rates of 
interest has been accompanied, as all invest- 
ors have noticed, with a steady rise in the 
prices of first-class securities. Such Gov- 
ernment bonds as have not been affected by 
the refunding operations have grown dearer. 
Municipal securities, untainted by any sus- 
picion of illegality or repudiation, have 
steadily appreciated, till the 7 per cent 
bonds of Chicago and Cook County are held 
at 110 ad accrued interest. It is no 
disparagement to Chicago to say that 
this is a figure which its bonds 
would be very unlikely to attain when the 
country was in the full tide of prosperity 
and the money market was active. Nor is it 
necessary to our national credit to deny the 
manifest truth that it is the press- 
ure of idle capital on the openings for invest- 
ment that gives Secretary Suxeman his oppor- 
tunity for marketing the 4 per cent bonds. 
As it is, the popular subscriptions are not 
expected by the most enthusiastic >fficials of

a nation that took $700,000,000 of a Gov- 
ernment bond—thé 7-30—that, making the 
due allowances for changed circumstances, 
was little or no better than the 4 per cents.

The best savings banks East and West now 
pay but 5 per cent, and some but 4 per cent. 
These savings deposits are taxable ; the Gov- 
ernments aré exempt from taxation. The 
superiority of the Government bond is in- 


disputable, and there can be only one reason 


why immense amounts of it are not taken. 
It is true that capital is accumulating unused 
in the banks and trust-companies, and that 
only 1 or 2 percent can be made by invest- 
ing it in commercial paper; that business is 


stagnant, industry dull, and that all good se- 


curities have been forced up to extravagant 


prices by competition; but it is believed 
universally that the period is excep- 
tional, and that this peculiar condi- 
tion of financial and commercial af. 
fairs cannot last. Lzroy-Bormxzav and 
pe LavxIxxx are alone in the prediction that 
there are to be no more good times, that 
gold mines and steamn-engines gave the world 
in the last generation an impulse now wear- 
ing away, and. never to be repeated. The 
country believes that its career of growth is 
but begun ; that its manufactories are again 
to be busy, its railroad cars full, its com- 
meree prosperons, its farms doubled. These 
days, if we may trust at all to the history of 
recoveries from previous panics, are not far 
distant. When they come, the banks, trust- 
companies, savings, and private capitalists, 
large and small, will have full employx

CHICAGO — Se ASSESS- 

A recent decision rendered by the Supreme 
Court of this State contains an inci dental 
construction of the law of special assess- 


ments which may be of material assistance 
in providing for the improvement of many 


streets, and parts of streets, that are a dis- 


grace to the city. Under the present process 
of assessment it requires about two years’ 
time in Court before a tax for local improve- 
ments can be charged up against the abutting 
propérty, and it has beem held by the city law 
authorities that the improvements cannot be 
actually made until the assessment is collect- 
ed and the money is in hand. As a conse- 
quence, the only paving and repaving of 
streets of late years has been by the volun- 
tary action of the property-owners; even in 
these cases streets have been irregularly 
paved, some of the property-owners re- 
fusing to join in the expense. Thus, 
in the case of Wabash avenue, there is scarce- 
ly a block between Madison and Twenty-sec- 
ond streets where there are not one or more 
unpaved spaces of twenty-five, fifty, or 100 
feet, rendering the street almost as uncom- 
fortable as if the whole of it had remained 
unpaved. The process of special assessments 
is so tedious that the pavement along the rest 
of the street would be almost worn ont be- 
fore the money could be collected as a tax to 
improve those patches where the property- 
owners have refused to pave voluntarily. 

In a special assessment case in Hyde Park, 
where a tax was resisted for laying a water- 
pipe, it was objected, among other things, 
that the improvement had been done before 
the assessment was made, The Supreme 
Court has now sustained this assessment, 
and held that it is proper to make an assess- 
ment for work already done in good faith 
by the corporate authority, or under its di- 
rection, in anticipation of the special assess- 
ment. Unless we misconstrue the meaning 
of this decision, the City Council may pass 


an ordinance for the repaving of those parts- 
of Wabash avenue which the property-own-.- 
ers have refused to repave, proceed to do the 


work either by advancing the money or 
guaranteeing payment to the contractors, 


and then collect it from the obstinate’ prop- 


erty-owners by the regular process of special 
assessment. If we are right in this, there 
should be no further delay in putting Wabash 
avenue into a passable condition by paving 
the places all along the street that are now 
filled up with broken stone, brickbats, gar- 
bage, etc., which the city dumps there in the 
vain effort to keep them on a level with the 
remainder of the street. Under this con- 
struction, the city might also proceed to 
repave every other prominent thoroughfare 
which needs repaving badly, by advancing 
the money or arranging with the contractors 
to wait for their pay till the money can be 
collected by special assessment. It may not 
be wise to undertake this in the present con- 
dition of city finances; but on any street 
where a large majority of the property- 
owners volunteer their proportion of the 
cost in money, the city need no longer hesi- 
tate to advance the money for the paving of 
one-eighth or one-tenth of it, if this money 
can be lawfully collected from the delin- 


quents subsequently. 


For years, Dr. LAVALLETTE, of New York, has 
devoted himself untimngly to the study of hy- 
drophobia, and the results of his investigations, 
as given in the New York Sun, will relieve 
henceforth all fears of the dread malady. He 
discovers that hydrophobia is not the result of 
a specific poison, but of a molecular change 
brought about in the sputa of the dog by an ab- 
normal nervous condition; that is to say, it isa 
form of energy governing the atoms, not a sem- 
inal principle injécted into them.“ Looking at 
it from a scientific perch, the Doctor says that 
science considers “ all organized and unorgan- 
ized substances as composed of molecules, which 
are governed by a dynamic no less than a static 
law. They all have normal motion or vibration, 
which is essential and fundamental, and which 
is the result of organization or conditions beyond 
matter itself. The moment you accept this 
view, you can see how the foreign substance, 
vibrating under a new law, may impart its dy- 
namic condition to an object. Or, to make it 
more apparent to what he calls the finite 
mind,“ the Doctor sums it up: It is, in short, 
the application of the law of undulation to 
atoms supposed to have received an abnormal 
impulse, and capable of transmitting that im- 
pulse in wave series through certain media.

1. The United States of America is a nation, and 
not a League. By the combined workings of 
the National and State Governments under 
their itutions the rights of

Any failure on the part of either 
National or State Government to use every possi- 
dle constitutional power to afford ample protection 
to their citizens, both at home and abroad, is a 
criminal neglect of their highest obligations. 

‘*2. The Republican party has preserved the 
Government to the commencement of the second 
century of the nation’s existence, and they are em- 
bodied in the great truths spoken at its cradle. 
that all men are created free and equal; that they 
are endowed by their Creator with certain inalien- 
able rights, among which are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness; that for the attainment of 
these ends governments have been instituted among 
men, deriviug their just powers from the consent 
of the governed, which consent is evidenced by a 
majority of the lawful suffrages of the citizens, 
pursuance of law.

these truths are universally recognized 
and cheerfuily obeyed, the work of the Repab- 
iran party is unfinished, and the Republican 
party of lowa will stand by its colors and fight the 
g fight to the end.

The Chief Magistrate, taking the Gov- 
ernor's arm, ascended the steps amid prolonged 
cheers, and went at once tothe Council Chamber. 


After a short stop, visits were made to the Rep- 


resentatives’ Hall, the Senate Chamber, and the 


library. The party then left the Capitol and took 
‘carriages, and the procession moved through Bea- 


con, Tremont, Court, and Cambridge streets to 
Cambridge, and thence to the college grounds in 
the following order: 

THE PROCESSION. 

Chelsea brass band; National Lancers, 135 men; 
first barouche, containing President Hayes, Gov. 
Kice, and Gen. Cunningham; second barouche, 
containing Postmaster-General Key, Secretary 
Schurz, Col. Lyman, and Col. W. 7

THE DECORATIONS

procession, upon reaching Old Cantbridge, passed 
up the square around the common, to the west 
gate of the College yard, the escort saluting, the 
bands playing, and the chimes in the neighboring 
church pealing national aire, which were continued 
while the party was escorted through the ranks of 
the students and candidates for degrees to Massa- 
chusetts Hall, where the corporation, faculty, and 
distinguished graduates of the College were assem- 
bled, the students meanwhile favoring the Presi- 
dent and Cabinet, especially Secretary Schurz, with 
the pecullar rah. . 

After a short interchange of civilities, a pro- 
cession was formed, headed by President Eliot, of

Theatre in Memorial Hall, where the commence- 
ment exercises took place.

Ea Hennessy was called and the hat that was 
found near the scene of the murder was hand- 
ed to him and he was told to examine and see if he 
ever saw it before. He did so. and said it looked 
very much like a hat he had bought in Memphis, 
Tenn. and afterwards left at Charley St. Clair's. 
one of the ac®used in Terre Haute, some time be- 
fore the murder. He also testified that he bought a 

_ knife in Anderson, in June, 1875, that was like the 
one found in a potato-field near where the engine 
and express-car were stopped. Further, St. Clair 
told him, in his stable at Terre Haute, that there 
was a chance to make some big money by robbing 
an express-car on the Vandalia Road. This was 
about eight or ten months before the murder. He 
aiso had a talk with Jennie Oagood, the Indianap- 
olis prostitute, who is one of the persons charged 
with the murder. She made about the same prop- 
vsitions as St. Clair. She said she had a friend on 
the railroad (Shewmaker), and that he would in- 
terest himself with the parties who would under- 
take the job.

SUPT. HICKEY. 
HIS TRIAL SET FOR MONDAY WEEK. 

Upon the opening of the Criminal Court yester- 
day morning, Supt. Hickey, through his attorney, 
Sidney Smith, appeared and demanded an imme- 
diate trial on the indictment pending against him. 
State’s-Attorney Mills called the attention of the 
Court to the fact that the indictment had been — 

ently found, and stated that the prosecution 
— ag ready for trial on account of the absence 
of a material witness, Miss Chiison. ee 
Mr. Smith then urged the importance of à speedy 
trial. and eaid that Mr. Hickey had been promised 
a trial yesterday. His client was anxious for a 
trial, for as he now stood as a —_ officer his 
arm was comparatively paralyzed, and the effect 
was being felt throughout the police force. 
He had been promised a trial Saturday, but 
had given way, but he did not now want any 
further delay. The importance of an early trial 
was apparent. The public interest demanded that 
the issue be met at once before a petit jury, unless 
the prosecution: could give some reason different 
from that already given. The defense were not 
standing on technicalities. The wrong number of 
the house had been given in the indictment, still 
the defense would waive that, and were prepared 
toamendit. That could be done, as the charge 
was but a miedemeanor. 
Here the Court inquired whether the matter of 
agreeing upon a day for trial had been called to his 
attention. 
State’s-Attorney Mills replied that it had not, 
and then went on to say that he had no ersonal 
feeling in the matter. e appreciated Mr. Hickey's 
situation, but he could not go to trial this week, as 
he was not prepared. The Grand Jury had re- 
turned an indictment, and the duty devolved upon 
bim to give it a full investigation. It was certainly 
2 little early to demand a trial within a week after 
the return of the indictment. 
The Court said that the case required speedy at- 
tention, not particularly on account of Mr. Hickey, 
but on account of his relations to the public. 
When the State’s Attorney assured the Conrt that 
the case cannot go to trial, it weuld not be satisfy- 
ing the public to go on. If the defendant was in- 
nocent it would appear on a fair ‘rial, but he 
ought to have as speedy @ trial as possible under 
he circumstances. 
ö Mr. Smith again asked if the date could not be 
fixed earlier, and again repeated that to-day had 
been agreed upon. 
Mr. Mills replied that the agreement was condi- 
tional. 
Mr. Smith said that perhaps the case stood about 
this way: Somebody had said that Miss Chilson 
knew something avout the case. He ventured to 
say that nota living soul in the county knew what 
she was to be called about. 
Mr. Mulls rephed that Mr. Smith was mietaken 
as to the character of Miss Chilson's evidence. He 
had made discoveries within the past forty-eight 
hours that demanded a postponement. Miss Chil- 
son would come to Chicago voluntarily. 
After some further discussion the cause was set 
for trial a week from Monday.

DOUBTFUL. 

THAT NEW NORTH SIDE STREET RAILWAY. \ 
Some of the peovie who live onztue North Side. 
east of State street, ate talking about the lack of 
street car facilities in that section, and it is proba- 
ble that an effort will be made to induce the prop- 
erty-owners on State and Cass or Rush streets to 
consent to the laying of a track. The North Side 
Street Railway Company had at one time the right 
of way on Rush street, but one of the Directors 
owning vroperty on that thoroughfare objected to 
its occupancy by a track, and the franchise lapeed 
by reason of a failure to put down the iron. Its 
a fact that the section referred to is isolated, and 
to get a car to come down town one has to 
walk from six to eight blocks; and when one takes 
a Clark street car to go home one is compelled to 
waik a long distance before reaching home. This 
journey is distasteful to men who have worked 
hard all day and do not feel like walking. Hence 
the agitation of the matter of a new line. 

The route talked of is from tne head of State 
street on the Soath Side, over the bridge to Micm- 
gan street. along that street to Rush or Cass, and 
north to Lincoin Park; —only a single track to be 
laid. the cara to come down town on State street. 
it is claimed that one track would interfere very 
little, if any, with travel on the street, and that 
this circular railway would afford the accommoda- 
tion desired. 

Mr. Turner, the President of the North Chicago 
Railway, told a TamU NE reporter yesterday that 
the Company would ettablieh a line if they could 
get the right of way. Ilie plan would be torun a 
double track over State «treet bridge, divide at 
Michigan «treet and run east to Cass or Rush. and 
thence north to where Rush intersects State street, 
and then on to Lincoln Park with a double track, 
a single one to be laid south on State street from 
the junction to Michigan street. As ‘yet Mr. 
Turne? said, the Company had received-no propo- 
sition from any one; hut he understood that there 
had been some talk about the matter. When the 
property-owners were ready the Company would 
give them a first-class line.

NARROW-GAUGE PROJECT. 

Sr. Lovis, June 27.—The Narrow-Gauge Rail 
road Convention, called to discuss the project of 
building a narrow-gauge road from here to some 
point in Colorado, met at the Mercantile Library 
Hall between 11 and 12 o'clock this morning. The 
Convention is very large in point of numbers, and 
contains many prominent and influential men of 
the interior counties of Missouri and the southern 
counties of Kansas. Chauncey I. Filley. Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade of this city, called the 
Convention to order, and made quite a lengthy 
speech, bidding the delegates a hearty welcome to 
the city, and setting forth in considerable detail 
the advantages to be derived from the construction 
of such a road as is proposed. 

Mr. Filley was made permanent Chairman of the 
Convention, and after the appointment of several 
business committees a recess was taken until 2 
o'clock. 

The Convention reassembled at 3 o’clock. The 
Committee on Order of Business reported, and N, 
M. Bell, Mr. Hemars, and W. H. H. Russell were 
appointed Secretaries. Various propositions were 
then received for the construction of a roaa by dif- 
ferent routes through Missouri and Kansas, and a 
long discussion ensued. There are several distinct 
interests in the convention, each one of which 
advocates a different route, and has a different 
plan of construction. No progress was made in 
harmonizing thes. various interests this afternoon, 
but some 1 may be presented to-morrow,

At a later stage of the proceedings this evening a 
resolution was adopted to appoint an Executive 
committee of twenty-five members to perfect the 
work of the Convention to whom shall referred 
all propositions and recommendations to secure & 
legal organization and legal subscriptions.
